Under Secretary of State Elliot Richardson, the 
former Massachusetts Attorney General and Lieuten¬ 
ant Governor, is gradually becoming an outstanding 
figure in the Nixon administration. 

Washington ooservers predict that when the war 
finally ends in Vietnam, Richardson will have had a 


cessation of hostilities or an end to U.S. involvement in 
them. 

Then they engage in some long-range political 
speculation involving President Nixon, Senator Ed¬ 
ward M. Kennedy and Under Secretary of State Rich¬ 
ardson. 

They declare that Mr. Nixon will he standing 
for reelection in 1972 and that the only one who 
might defeat him is Senator Ted Kennedy. Neither 
former Vice President Humphrey nor Senator 
Muskie could do it, in the opinion of the Capitol 
Hill pundits, and they consider Eugene McCarthy 
a joke.

Army officials are making a grave mistake if they 
are sending soldiers to Vietnam for punishment duty.

A dispatch from Washington reporting that a 
black soldier from the Bronx, N.Y., was “shanghaied” 
to Vietnam by military police is almost too incredible 
to believe. 

Isaac Barr, according to the dispatch, filed a peti¬ 
tion asking that he be discharged from the army on 
the ground that he is a conscientious objector. 

Six days later, the dispatch said, Barr was 
ordered to board a plane for Vietnam. He refused 
as a matter of conscience.

Are New in Japan

TOKYO (UPI) — Wed¬ 
ding on a beach. Wedding in 
front of a railway station. 
Wedding attended by the 
bride and groom's children. 

A former stage actress 
and magazine writer has 
gone into the business of 
producing unusual wedding 
ceremonies in a nation long 
accustomed to conservative 
nuptial customs. 

Miss Motoko Yamanobe, 
who is in her upper 20’s, 
drinks her sake (rice win) on 
the rocks and has never got¬ 
ten around to marriage 
herself. 

But she runs a wedding 
research institute which is 
upsetting such time-honored 
Japanese customs as the 
miai, formal meeting between 
a young man and woman ar¬ 
ranged by their families 
the first step towards 
matrimony.

Yamanobee-san staged 
another wedding in the plaza 
outside Shinkjuku railway sta¬ 
tion, one of the busiest com¬ 
muter stations in Tokyo and a 
gathering place for the city’s 
hippies. 

The newlyweds spent 30 
minutes shaking hands with 
startled commuters rushing in 
or out of the station. 

“I really was afraid that the 
police might arrest us,” Miss 
Yamanobe said. “But instead 
the police joined- the crowd of 
some 500 spectators outside 
the station to wish my couple 
a good marriage.” 

At another wedding, the 
bride and her attendants wore 
white dresses. During the

Often as not, the parents are not college 
graduates but have impressed the need of higher 
education on their children.

Because of the dynamic 

situation at Newton Corner in¬ 
volving the impact of the new 
air-rights on this section, 
the Renewal program has 
w’isely moved slowly here. 
This development, of which I 
was one of the earliest pro¬ 
ponents, will, in itself, make 
for a revitalization of that 
area which has already 
benefited from increased high 
speed bus service to Boston 
and added parking facilities, 
both provided by my ad¬ 
ministration. 

“These programs - and 
the many others that time 
doe* not permit me to men¬ 
tion - cost money and, in 
these times, more with each 
passing year. To offset 
thene increased costs 
in Newton, which is over 90 
per cent developed, is not 
easy, if we are to retain its 
essential green-belt, “Gar¬ 
den City" character. 

“To broaden the tax base 
with minimum impact, 
however, I have long sup¬ 
ported judicious use of ceriain 
areas for high intensity pur¬ 
poses and, as mentioned, was 
one of the first supporters 
of the Newton Corner air- 
rights development. This proj¬ 
ect, with an estimated value 
of $40,000,000, opens its first 
phase this Fall. The Marriott 
Motel and the large apart¬ 
ments on Route 9, valued at 
some $10,000,000, will be on 
the tax roils on January 1, 
1970. Finally, Sylvania land 
totalling 123 acres is being 
developed and, when complet¬ 
ed, will have a helpful im-! 
pact on our tax base. 

“To offset initial costs of 
some of our programs, I have 
actively sought State end 
Federal funds. In acquiring 
107 acres of the Webster

“In providing Leased 
Housing for some of our low 
and moderate income 
families, we arc recei\:ng 
Federal subsidy and, 
through another Federal 
program, we are hiring col- 
lege students for summer 
work at a cost to us of only 
15 per rent of their salaries. 

“Further, we have ap¬ 
plications pending for finan¬ 
cial assistance to acquire 
open spaces adjacent to Cold 
Springs Playground and for 
the construction of the 
Auburndale Elderly Housing

During my term of of¬ 
fice we have seen our School 
budget jump 36 per cent and 
the cost of operating all other 
City departments, under my 
supervision, rise some 21 per 
cent - even though our tax 
rate is still lower than 19 of 
the 39 cities in the Com¬ 
monwealth.

James Dallas, Director 
Air Use Management of the 
State Dept, of Public Health, 
spoke on the function of his 
department in collecting data 
on the meterological and topo¬ 
graphic features of the region 
and its source of air pollution 
on a regional basis. 

He cited a lack of enforce¬ 
ment capability as the prim¬ 
ary reason for the lack of a 
statewide ban on domestic 
open air burning; and urged 
that local communities ad¬ 
dress themselves to this prob¬ 
lem. Open air burning by resi¬ 
dents in private dwellings is 
the only source of pollution 
still under local jurisdiction. 

Mrs. Kierstead read the 
minutes of the Newton Citi¬ 
zens for Cleaan Air meeting 
of April 23, which helped serve 
as a basis for the discussion 
and question period which fol¬ 
lowed. 

Lt. William Fitzsimmons, 
Chief of Fire Prevention of 
the Newton Fire Department, 
answered questions concern 
ing the local ordinances. He 
pointed out that enforcement 
of local bans on open air bum 
ing has not worked in the past 
and are unenforceable.

There are a nunilier of tragic aspects to the war ln 
Vietnam apart from the fact that we ever got involved 
in it in the first place. 

Saddest of all, of course, is the heavy casualty list 
of brave voung men who died in \ietnam or suffered 
wounds which crippled them for the remainder of their 
lives. 

It’s a painful, numbing thing to meet the mother 
or father of a boy who has been killed in Vietnam. You 
flounder around for an expression of sympathy, but 
there just aren’t any right words. 

It was onlv three years ago that Senators, v ,ho 
are now doves, * ere telling us that if we didn’t 
stop the C ommunists in Vietnam we’d be forced to 
fight them in Australia. 

Now the same Senators are demanding that mili¬ 
tary actions in Vietnam be limited to those which would 
bring closer the end of the war. 

In the span of those three years in which public 
sentiment concerning the war in Vietnam has under¬ 
gone so drastic a change, the number of youths who 
have sought sanctuary' in Canada to avoid the draft has 
increased in shocking fashion. 

As matters presently stand, those young men have 
forsaken their country for all time. They turned their 
backs on it, and they can never return to it. They, too, 
are casualties of a strange war.

Solon Advises 
Folks Eligible 
For Medicare 


In response to a number 
of inquiries, Representative 
Theodore D. Mann today is¬ 
sued a statement urging 
those eligible for Medicare 
to familiarize themselves in 
advance of need with tihe ben¬ 
efits to which they are en 
titled. 

He recommended that clos¬ 
er contact be maintained 
by senior citizens with admin¬ 
istrators of the Social So 
curity Program so that their 
medical bills will be prop¬ 
erly processed for payment 
when the need arises. 

Rep. Mann stated that he 
is being caUed on with in¬ 
creasing frequency by those 
who find themselves unable 
to handle the details involv¬ 
ed in the submission of bills 
for medical services. 

Mann is hopeful that the 
problems of administering 
the program will be ironed 
out as experience is gained. 

He pointed out that approx¬ 
imately 490,000 (four hun¬ 
dred ninety thousand) persons 
are eligible for Medicare in 
Massachusetts and that the 
numbers alone present enor¬ 
mous problems in a rela¬ 
tively new program. Much 
remains, he noted, to be done 
to perfect administrative 
practices, particularly in ful¬ 
ler use of existing facilities 
and in securing personnel 

“I am aware," Rep. Mann 
stated, “that the problems 
are under study by govern¬ 
ment, business, the medical, 
and hospital groups in the at¬ 
tempt to devise better tech¬ 
niques. This is to be com¬ 
mended. However, now with 
the advent of Medicaid 
which brings in over 400,000 
additional persons under tine 
Health programs, these efforts 
must be intensified so that 
Hospital and Medical service 
will be of the highest pos¬ 
sible standard and within 
the framework of a respon¬ 
sible fiscal policy.”

Dr. Gilfillan, principal in 
vestigator of the grant, is pri¬ 
marily interested in a struc 
tural approach to cancer re

JAMES FORMAN DEMANDS $140 MILLION FROM UNITED CHURCH 

BLACK LEADER James Forman called on the United 
Church of Christ in Boston Wednesday to chip in $140 mliion 
toward an official $500 million sought from the na'ion’s 
churches for a movement seeking reparations for blacks. Un¬ 
officially, however, the movement hopes to garner as much as 
$3 billion. Forman, head of the National Black Economic De¬ 
velopment Conference which is spearheading the reparations 
drive, also called on some 2.000 church delegates attending 
the weeklong seventh General Synod to withdraw the church’s 
name from an injunction barring the black group from its 
headquarters building at 475 Riverside Drive in New York 
City. The withdrawal motion w r as referred to the business 
committee following overwhelming defeat of a move by t.ie 
Rev. George Thomas of Boston, a black, to suspend confer¬ 
ence rules and to bring the matter to an immediate vote.

Earl Warren Among Blandest 
Of Highly Placed Politicos 

Earl Warren tvas the most bland highly placed po¬ 
litical figure this writer ever covered. 

In the 1948 Presidential campaign, Mr. Warren, 
the Republican nominee for Vice President, shunned 
controversy meticulously. 

Newsmen on his campaign train joked that 
Warren had to call Thomas Dewey, the Presiden¬ 
tial candidate, and get clearance before he could 


Denver, C’olo., Herald - Dispatch: Laurence M. 
Gould, President Emeritus of Carleton College, said: 
T do not believe the greatest threat to our future is 
from bombs or guided missiles. I don’t think our civ¬ 
ilization will die that way. I think it will die when we no 
longer care. Nineteen of 21 civilizations have died 
from within and not by conquest from without. There 
were no bands playing and flags waving w’hen these 
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civilizations decayed. It happened slowly, in the quiet 
and dark when no one was aware.”

He wanted to be 
Dwight Eisenhower’s Vice Presidential running mate 
even though he had not set the political trails afire four 
years earlier. 

When the convention maneuverings and manipula¬ 
tions w’ere over, Mr. Warren woke up to the chilling 
realization that a man in his own delegation named 
Richard M. Nixon had gained the spot on the GOP na¬ 
tional ticket which he (Warren) desired. 

That caused a feud between Messrs. Warren and 
Nixon which has come dow’n through the years. 

This observer expected that Earl Warren wouki 
be a conservative chief justice of the U.S. Supreme 
Court. 

We thought of the interviews, of the bland 
speeches from the rear platform of his campaign 
train which said nothing, of the unanswered ques¬ 
tions and we wondered if Earl Warren would be 
able to make a decision w hen a controversial case 
was before the court he headed. 

No one who covered Earl Warren as a political 
candidate would have foreseen or predicted the impact 
he was to make upon the administration of justice in 
this nation in his capacity as chief justice of the U.S. 
Supreme Court. 

Political Nobodies Oppose 
Mayor Lindsay In New York 

Don’t count John Lindsay out of New’ York’s 
mayoralty election. But don’t count him in either. His 
fight for reelection still remains to be w’on and lost, j 

It may be that their has been a real shift in voter 
sentiment to the conservative right. The returns in 
New’ York, Los Angles, Jersey City, and Minneapolis 
and the reports from some other cities w’ould so indi¬ 
cate. 

If that is the fact, then the bells have tolled their 
political requiem for John Lindsay. 

On the other hand, it could he that the dis¬ 
gruntled and dissatisfied voters of New York City 
have had their fun. 

The Republicans punished and humiliated Mayor 
Lindsay. 

The Democrats gave the heave-ho to shopworn 
former Mayor Robert Wagner. 

Norman Mailer, the author, tvas dropped in the 
political dump, and Jimmy Breslin, the columnist, land¬ 
ed near him. 

Now Mayor Lindsay is running against some po¬ 
litical nobodies who were nominated because most of 
the people of New York voted against their opponents. 

Lindsay should win in this kind of fight. New’ 
York’s voters knocked him off his pedestal. Now’ 
they’ll probably feel sorry for him and re-elect 
him. Hut the situation is fraught with uncertainty. 

Political observers are pondering the positions of 
both President Nixon and Governor Nelson Rockefeller. 1 

Mr. Nixon has endorsed State Senator John Mar- 
chi, the conservative Republican who defeated Lindsay 
for the GOP nomination. 

This, of course, will irritate and antagonize Lind¬ 
say though he did not support Nixon until after the Re¬ 
publican national convention. 

Governor Nelson Rockefeller also is committed to 
support Marchi, winner of the Republican nomination, 
even though Rock contributed the tidy sum of $50,000 
to Lindsay’s primary campaign. 

This means that Rocky as well as Nixon will 


be scratched from Lindsay’s dance card, and some 
impolite political onlooker Is certain to express 
doubt that either was ever really on it. 

Liberal Democratic leaders in New’ York City are 
considering a possible drive for 7500 signatures in or¬ 
der to place some Democratic contender, in addition to 
City Controller Mario Procaccino, on the ballot in the 
November election. 

Ex-Mavor Wagner has been sounded out on the 
idea but is not enthusiastic about the prospect of ab¬ 
sorbing another defeat. 

Political observers have a hard time picturing Pro¬ 
caccino, who as the law and order candidate toppled 
Wagner in the Democratic primary, sitting in the 
Mayor’s chair. 

That’s why the political pundits aren't count¬ 
ing Lindsay out of the election. He should he able 
to prevail over either Mr. Marchi or Mr. Procac¬ 
cino, the Republican and Democratic nominees re¬ 
spectively. 

If Lindsay does manage to survive the coming elec¬ 
tion, he’s not likely to work very hard for either Presi¬ 
dent Nixon or Go\ernor Rockefeller in their hour of po¬ 
litical need. 

If Lindsay is defeated next November, it will bode 
ill for liberal Mayors of large cities across the United 
States. 

Serving as Mayor of a big city today is probably 
the most difficult and frustrating job in public life. 

The problems are many, are complicated and are 
so difficult of solution that it is impossible to satisfy 
everyone. 

It may be that under present-day conditions a 
Mayor of a large city is called upon to make so 
many hard decisions that he can’t win election to 
more than one term although that does not seem 
likely. 

A substantial number of good Mayors have decided 
they had enough and that they w’ould step aside and 
let someone else assume the headaches and worries. 

The returns in New York’s mayoralty election 
next November will spell out an important political 
story. 

Many CIs Want To Complete 
Tours Of Duty In Vietnam 

When it comes to confusing and complicating mat¬ 
ters, our military officials bow to nobody. 

A substantial number of soldiers in the units to be 
moved out of Vietnam under President Nixon’s troop 
replacement order are seeking to stay in Vietnam be¬ 
cause of army policies. They don’t want to go home. 

For instance, servicemen in Vietnam receive 
no credit for a tour of duty there unless they have 
been in the country at least 10 months. 

So servicemen who have been in Vietnam eight or 
nine months w’ant to stay there and finish their tour of 
duty. 

If they don’t, they may get re-assigned to other 
units and then be shipped back to Vietnam for a year’s 
stay after they get back home. 

A soldier who completes his tour of duty in Viet¬ 
nam and has less than five months to serve on his term 
of enlistment is eligible for an immediate discharge 
from the service. 

Career soldiers want to receive credit for a full 
tour of duty in Vietnam for promotion purposes. 

Then, believe it or don’t, there are soldiers 
who like it in Vietnam and want to stay there. 

For one reason or another, a lot of soldiers don’t 
w ish to be brought home from Vietnam.

“The release of youngsters 
from Classrooms will soon add 
to seasonal driving hazards 
confronting motor vehicle op¬ 
erators/' Chief Quinn said 
today. 

Quinn said that drivers will 
have to be particularly watch¬ 
ful for children, many un¬ 
doubtedly heedless of their 
life and limb, who may l>e 
found dashing across streets 
in areas near playgrounds, 
beaches, parks, swimming 
pools, tennis courts, and at 
play on city streets. 

He askes drivers to take 
nothing for granted — to ex¬ 
pect the unexpected. “You are 
the adult and the driver of a 
potentially dangerous weapon. 
The responsibility to protect 
pedestrians is yo’jrs. Slow¬ 
down in play areas — take a 
second look for that young¬ 
ster about to dash into the 
roadway — then proceed cau¬ 
tiously. 

The close of school also pre 
sents a challenge to parents to 
do everything possible to keep 
children from being hurt by 
automobiles. Close supervision! 
of their outdoor activities 
would seem to be the wisest 
course/’ Quinn concluded.
